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DRINAN   ADDRESSES   FITCHBURG   STATE

Disillusionment  with  the  political 
leaders  and  the  political  system  itself, 
hit  all  concerned  citizens,  especially  the 
youth,  at  the  Chicago  horror  show  in 
August  of  '68.  This  administration  non- 
reaction  to  the  November  15th  peace 
march,  merely  deepened  and  embittered 
this  disillusionment.  Newspaper  and  ma- 
gazine writers  have  been  bemoaning  the 
fact  that  the  youth  have  quit,  that  their 
interest  and  faith  in  trying  to  work  with- 
in the  system  died  at  a  gate  on  1500 
Pennslyvania  Avenue. 

However,  these  reporters  are  wrong. 
The  youth  have  not  lost  faith  or  interest. 
This  past  Monday,  FSC  students  proved 
the  theory  to  be  wrong. 

Father  Robert  F.  Drinan,  candidate 
for  Congress,  came  to  speak  with  the 
Sociology  class.  Drs.  Browning  and  Leo- 
nard opened  their  class  to  the  student 
body.  The  auditorium  was  almost  filled. 
That  is  how  disinterested  the  youth  are. 

Drinan  is  running  against  the  encum- 
bant,  Philip  J.  Philbin,  for  the  Third 
Congressional  District  Seat.  Drinan,  a 
Lawyer  and  a  Jesuit,  will  be  leaving 
his  post  as  Dean  of  Boston  College  Law 
School  on  April  15th,  to  become  a  full- 
time  candidate. 

In  his  speech,  Drinan  came  across  as 
very  energetic  and  concerned,  empha- 
sizing the  issues  and  problems  facing 
the  people  of  this  district  in  the  '70's. 
These  problems  were  not  only  our  local 
ones  of  pollution  and  industrialization, 
but  also  problems  that  concern  us  as 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
world. 

During  the  question  and  answer  period, 
Drinan  brought  out  the  fact  that  we  are 
spending  twice  as  much  on  the  war 
effort  in  Viet  Nam,  as  we  are  spending 
in    all    forms    of  education  combined. 

Another  interesting  point  was  that 
Massachusetts  is  one  of  the  few  states 
which  has  no  provisions  for  absentee 
voting  in  a  primary  election.  With  more 
and  more  importance  being  placed  on  the 
primaries,  Drinan  has  done  some  re- 
search into  the  situation.  He  has  found 
that  this  discrimination  against  the  ser- 
vice men,  the  old,  the  sick  and  anyone 
else  who  cannot  make  it  to  the  polls 
on  a  primary  election  day,  is  uncon- 
stitutional. He  is  in  the  process  now  of 
appealing  this  to  the  state,  in  hopes  of 
having  absentee  ballots  for  the  upcoming 
primary  in  September. 

Drinan  also  spoke  on  the  need  for  more 
liberal  abortion  laws.  He  was  then  asked 
if  his  priesthood  would  interfere  with 
any  of  his  congressional  duties.  As  a 
congressman,  Drinan  would  be  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  people  with  a  respon- 
sibility to  see  that  their  voice  be  heard. 
He  did  not  feel  that  the  Church  could 
make  him  accpet  any  one  stand  on  any 
subject  just  because  he  was  a  priest. 
Furthermore,  Drinan  is  a  Jesuit,  a  mem- 
ber of  a  teaching  order.  He  has  no  pa- 
rish or  parishional  duties. 


Drinan  is  a  part  of  the  new  establish- 
ment. He  is  representative  of  the  many 
people,  young  and  old,  who  have  not 
quit,  who  are  willing  to  give  the  sys- 
tem one  more  try,  to  try  to  change 
from  within.  He  believes  that  every  ci- 
tizen should  be  actively  interested  in 
their  government,  that  the  peopie  should 
assume  the  responsibility  of  making  their 
voice  heard  through  their  representa- 
tive. A  congressman  is  only  as  active 
as  his  public  demands.  Change  in  the 
political  structure  is  going  to  have  to 
start  from  the  grass  roots. 

The  time  has  come  for  the  people 
to  ask  not  what  their  congressman  has 
done  for  them  but  to  ask  what  he  has 
done  for  their  district.

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EDITORIAL

Dear  Sir; 

As  you  probably  know,  several  students  from  Fitchburg  State  College  attended  last 
Wednesday's  hearing  in  Gardner  Auditorium  in  Boston  and  heard  you  speak  in  support 
of  your  bill  regarding  a  college  president's  authority  with  respect  to  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  student  body.  It  is  our  belief  that  the  remarks  made  by  you  then  deserve 
attention  by  the  "other  ninety-eight  percent." 

Even  though  we  may  not  be  able  to  "run  a  ten-cent  lemonade  stand,"  we  do  possess 
a  small  amount  of  knowledge  and  wisdom  and  we  realize  the  value  of  the  filibuster. 
We  commend  you  on  your  knowledge  of  political  tactics  and  on  your  success  in  clouding 
the  issues  and  detracting  from  any  constructive  discussion  which  may  have  taken 
place  at  the  hearing.  We  were  amazed  at  your  seemingly  omniscient  character 
which  enabled  you  to  associate  such  things  as  prayer  in  the  public  schools,  unsuccess- 
ful small  businesses  and  reptiles  with  the  issue  at  hand.  While  we  are  not  noted  for 
our  brevity  —  and  apparently  not  for  our  honesty  either  —  we  will  attempt  to  answer 
a  few  of  the  questions  posed  by  you  and  many  of  the  ludicrous  accusations  made  by 
you,  Herr  Lombard. 

You  stated  that  one  of  your  reasons  for  supporting  a  raise  in  tuition  at  the  state 
colleges  is  that  it  is  aimed  at  the  disgusting  two  percent  minority  and  not  at  the  ninety- 
eight  percent  majority,  the  good  students.  We  will  assume  that  you  are  aware  that 
a  requirement  made  of  every  student  attending  a  state  college  is  that  he  or  she  in 
some  way  reimburse  the  state  a  certain  amount,  the  annual  tuition. 

The  great  majority  of  students  at  the  state  colleges  earn  their  tuition  either  through 
merit  or  40  hours  a  week  during  the  summer.  You  cannot  deny  that  any  tuition  increase 
is  aimed  at  these  people.  You  cannot  tell  them  to  pay  up  merely  because  you  acted 
in  good  faith  and  "aimed"  the  bill  at  the  minority.  No,  Mr.  Lombard,  we  are  not 
blind  followers. 


Is  Thomphson    Hall     a  Fire  Trap 

I  wonder  if  the  students  of  FSC  are  aware  of  the  danger  they  face  every  time 
they  attend  a  class  in  the  venerable  Thomphson  Hall.  Have  you  ever  wondered  what 
would  happen  were  there  to  be  a  fire  in  this  marvelous  and  modern  building?  Let 
me  give  you  afew  facts  that  you  can  ponder  when  you  are  sitting  in  class  doing  nothing. 

Take,  for  example,  the  absence  of  fire  escapes  on  the  second  and  third  floors 
of  Thomphson.  To  be  sure,  there  is  one  fire  escapse  serving  the  first  floor,  but  how 
much  good  will  they  do  you  if  you  are  on  the  second  or  third  floor  if  a  fire  did  break 
out? 

Thomphson  is  constructed  mainly  of  wood,  on  the  interior,  and  we  all  know  that 
wood  is  rather  a  combustible  substance.  Yet  the  administration  seems  to  take  no 
note  of  the  fire  trap  that  is  called  Thomphson  Hall.  Where  is  the  Fire  Inspection 
Certificate  that  is  supposedly  to  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  within  a  public 
building?  Why  has  the  administration  allowed  the  water  outlets  that  operate  the  fire 
hoses  in  Thomphson  to  be  painted  over  inumerable  times  so  that  they  are  now,  in 
effect,  mere  ornamentation? 

Solutions  to  these  questions  can  only  be  offered  by  experts  in  this  area,  but  a  few 
logical    suggestions  perhaps   can  be  offered  by  myself.   1)  Tear  down  Thomphson. 

2)  Renovate  the  entire  building,  insuring  that  adequate  fire  prevention  is  installed. 

3)  Construct  fire  escapes  that  serve  the  second  and  third  floors. 

At  Holyoke  Community  College,  a  building  similar  to  Thompson  was  burned  to  the 
ground.  Of  course,  this  was  after  the  officials  at  the  college  had  spent  twenty-two 
thousand  dollars  "fire-proofing  the  building.  Luckily,  no  one  was  in  the  building  at 
the  time.  But,  think,  if  this  destruction  can  occur  in  a  building  that  is  supposedly 
fire  proof,  think  what  could  occur  in  Thompson. 

Imagine  this  scene:  It's  a  bright,  sunney  day  in  May,  your  mother  hears  the  bell 
ring,  so  she  answers  the  door.  A  fire-man  greets  her  at  the  door  with  a  remorseful 
expression  clouding  his  features.  He  has  a  bag  in  his  hand.  He  tells  your  mother 
that  what  is  left  of  you,  after  a  tragic  fire  that  broke  out  in  Thompson  Hall  razed  the 
building  to  the  ground,  is  in  the  bag. 


Let  us  further  assume  that  the  majority  of  your  constituents  are  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  that  they  attempt  to  adhere  to  the  "law  of  the  land,"  the  Constitution, 
and  we  will  go  even  further  than  that  and  suggest  that  you  do,  in  fact,  represent 
them.  What  is  their  opinion  of  our  Federal  court  system?  Do  they  feel  as  you  do,  that 
it  is  "ridiculous"  and  continually  assaults  the  public  with  "ludicrous"  decisions? 
If  they  do  feel  this  way,  are  they  aware  that  you,  Mr.  Lombard,  are  a  part  of  such  a 
system?  And,  if  they  do  not  feel  this  way,  are  they  aware  of  your  radical  attitudes 
toward  that  system?  If  they  were  made  aware,  Mr.  Lombard,  would  you  be  re-elected 
to  such  an  esteemed  position  as  Representative?  We  think  not. 

We  abhor  the  possibility  of  your  re-election  even  more  than  we  abhor  your  slan- 
derous public  use  of  such  terms  as  "snakes"  and  "disgusting  minority."  And  we 
would  like  to  know  the  source  of  your  infinite  supply  of  copies  of  "Black  Moochie" 
which  you  passed  out  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  Wednesday  afternoon.  Did 
you  reprint  them  with  the  permission  of  "Ramparts"  Magazine  or  were  they  taken 
from  copies  of  the  "Cycle"?  If  the  latter  is  true,  where  did  you  get  so  many  copies 
of  that  issue?  A  man  of  your  position  obviously  wouldn't  stoop  to  picking  through 
"trash,"  would  you,  Gerry? 

We  took  your  advice  and  looked  up  the  word  "gratitude"  in  the  dictionary  and  found 
that  it  means  "a  feeling  of  thankful  appreciation  for  favors  received."  The  only  feeling 
we  experience  when  we  think  of  your  actions  and  intentions  is  one  of  disgust  and  wonder 
at  your  26-year  charade. 

We'll  save  you  the  trouble  of  looking  up  "fascism"  in  Webster's.  It  is  "a  system 
of  government  characterized  by  dictatorship,  belligerent  nationalism  and  racism." 
You're  a  three-way  winner:  you'd  put  Sihanouk  to  shame,  your  intentions  approach 
belligerency,  and  we  see  you  as  the  Negroes  see  Wallace.  No  name-calling,  Gerry, 
just  obvious  fact.

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Several  members  of  the  staff  of  the  "Cycle"  attended  the  recent  hearing  at  the 
State  House  regarding  raising  tuition  to  either  $500  or  $600.  One  of  the  prominent 
legislators  who  spoke  in  favor  of  the  legislation  was  Gerald  P.  Lombard  of  Fitchburg. 

He  stated  that  the  bill  was  not  aimed  at  the  good  students  ("98%"  of  the  total  student 
population)  but  rather  at  the  bad  ones,  the  "snakes."

Dear  Friend: 

After  many  months  of  low-key  ,  grassroots  organizing  against  the  war,  we  feel 
it  is  time  to  begin  intensive  preparation  for  the  protest  of  April  13-'5.  This  letter 
will  outline  the  details  of  the  three  day  Fast  which  will  culminate  on  April  15th 
when  we  will  again  stop  "business  as  usual"  by  having  rallies  across  the  country 
on  how  the  war  affects  people  at  home  vis-a  vis  taxes,  cost  of  living,  national  priori- 
ties, etc.  It  is  hoped  that  the  following  information  will  prove  useful  for  working  on 
the  Fast.  This  document  may  be  retained  as  a  working  sheet. 

WHY  THE  FAST? 

Through  the  means  of  a  nationwide  three  day  fast,  we  hope  to  demonstrate  our 
intense  moral  concern  for  the  victims  of  war  and  our  commitment  to  end  the  des- 
truction and  suffering  caused  by  way.  A  fast  at  this  time  will  once  again  force  the 
nation  to  confront  ints  casualty  figures;  figures;  force  it  to  recognize  that  while  the 
talks  are  stalled  and  while  Vietnamization  is  being  tested,  thousands  of  Americans 
and    Vietnamese    continue    to    die,    It    will   affirm  our  allegiance  to  life  and  peace. 

MONEY  COLLECTED  FROM  THE  FAST 

We  are  asking  that  the  money  normally  spent  for  meals  during  these  three  days 
be  sent  instead  to  aid  the  victims  of  war--in  Vietnam  and  at  home.  It  is  very  important 
that  this  money  be  collected  assiduously  since  the  total  contributed  will  be  one  of 
the  most  significant  results  of  the  Fast .  A  Peace  Fast  Fund  has  been  established 
bye  the  national  Moratorium  office  with  a  committee  of  trustees  composed  of  Peter 
Edelman,  Associate  Director  of  the  Robert  F.  Kennedy  Memorial  Foundation;  Charles 
Palmer,  President  of  the  U.S.  National  Student  Association;  and  Episcopal  Bishop 
Paul  Moore,  Wash.,  D.C.,  to  oversee  distribution  of  the  Fund  equally  to  three  tax- 
exempt  organizations:  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee  Vietnam  Relief 
Program,  the  National  Welfare  Rights  Organization,  and  the  United  Farm  Workers 
of  America.  Checks  should  be  made  out  and  sent  to  the  "Peace  Fast  Fund"  at  the 
national  office.  Collection  booths  should  be  set  up  in  downtown  areas,  popular  eating 
places,  and  on  campuses.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  get  reimbursement  from  dorms 
or  university  food  services  to  the  Peace  Fast  Fund.  Don't  forget  to  collect  everyday 
and  every  meal.  To  ease  people's  minds  about  the  handling  of  funds,  set  up  a  local 
trustee  committee  of  known  community  individuals.  Since  donations  are  tax  deductible, 
receipts  "may  be  advisable.  With  widespread  participation  by  the  university  and  reli- 
gious communities,  it  will  be  possible  to  raise  a  substantial  amount  for  this  humani- 
tarian purpose. 

WAYS  OF  PUBLICIZING  THE  FAST 

1.  White  Arm  Bands  with  "Peach  Fast"  on  them  could  be  worn  to  signify  our  af- 
firmation of  life. 

2.  Have  people  go  to  their  regular  eating  places  and  only  drink  water. 

3.  Agape  Meals:  Many  church  groups,  campus  organizations,  communities,  and 
families  will  gather  the  night  before  the  Fast  (which  is  Sunday,  April  12)  for 
a  simple  sharing  of  bread  and  water  toexpress  their  dedication  and  determination 

to  fast  or  to  support  those  who  are  fasting.  It  will  be  a  quiet,  dignified  time  of 
peace  and  love  with  songs,  readings  and  brief  talks.  Make  an  attempt  to  get  as 
many  community  leaders  as  possible  to  attend.  Wine,  tea,  cheese,  and  rice  could 
be  provided. 

4.  Vigils  during  meal  time  could  be  held. 

5.  At  the  end  of  each  day  on  campus,  have  every  person  who  is  fasting  light  a  candle 
for  peace  in  a  conspicuous  location,  indicating  another  day  completed  in  fasting. 

6.  Wear  "Peace  Fast"  buttons. 

7.  A  very  important  indicator  is  how  much  your  school  and/or  community  can  send 
to  the  "Peace  Fast  Fund"  for  the  victims  of  war. 

THE  RELATIONSHIP  OF  THE  FAST  TO  APRIL  15 


The  Fast  shoud  build  momentum  for  April  15th.  By  scheduling  it  to  coincide  with 
our  activities  demonstrating  what  the  war  is  doing  to  Vietnam  and  to  our  country, 
we  force  the  nation  to  face  the  moral  issues  of  people  dying  and  suffering  as  well 
as  how  it  affects  us  in  dollars  and  cents.  The  two  go  very  much  together.

Cafeteria  Rejuvenation

While  walking  along  next  to  the  con- 
£  .ruction  site  of  the  new  girls'  dormi- 
tory, I  was  fortunate  enough  to  encounter 
Mr.  Boursy,  Assistant  to  the  President. 
Subsequently,  I  requested  a  bit  of  in- 
formation from  him  concerning  the  pro- 
posed expansion  of  the  resident's  cafe- 
teria. I  was  able  to  gain  the  following 
data: 


The  plans  dictate  that  the  compart- 
ment adjacent  to  the  girls:  entrance  on 
the  North  Street  side  will  be  employed 
as  a  dishwashing  complex,  thereby  re- 
moving the  machinery  presently  located 
in  the  main  kitchen.  This  relocation  will 
obviously  provide  the  much-needed  space 
required  for  new  cooking  equipment  and 
for  the  preparation  of  food  for  an  ever- 
growing number   of  resident   students. 


There  will  be  an  extension  running 
perpendicular  from  the  main  part  of  the 
cafeteria  and  ending  on  the  east  side 
of  North  Street  directly  below  the  Ed- 
gerly  Elementary  School.  This  extension 
will  be  constructed  so  as  to  allow  ve- 
hicles such  as  trailer  trucks  and  busses 
to  pass  beneath  it. 

The  assortment  of  trees  located  below 
the  Edgerly  school  will  not  be  removed 
or  destroyed  because  the  extension  will 
pass  directly  between  them.  The  con- 
struction is  tentatively  scheduled  to  be- 
gin at  the  end  of  this  academic  year, 
probably  in  June. 

The  new  changes  will  provide  added 
services  to  the  resident  students,  as 
well  as  insuring  a  degree  of  safety 
for  those  crossing  the  North  Street 
drag  strip.

Curfew  Compromise

On  Monday,  March  23rd,  an  agreement 
regarding  women's  curfews  was  reached 
by  the  Dean  of  Women,  Dr.  Louise 
Keen  an,  and  representatives  of  the 
women's  dormitories,  representatives 
of  the  S.G.A.  Committee  to  Investigate 
the  Possibility  of  No  Curfews,  and  Pete 
Johnson,  Bob  O'Reilly  and  Steve  Walsh. 
A  meeting  with  the  various  interested 
parties  was  called  by  the  Dean  in  view 
of  the  then-proposed  walk-out  protesting 
the  curfew  system  on  the  evening  of 
March  23rd. 

The  following  agreement  was  reached: 
"As  of  the  moment  there  are  no 
curfews  for  women  residents  of  the 
dorms.  This  policy,  however,  will  notbe 
put  into  effect  until  a  plan  can  be  in- 
stituted to  insure  the  security  of  the 
girls  and  the  buildings.  There  will  be 
no  punishment  incurred  on  any  students 
for  failure  to  be  in  the  dormitory  at 
curfew  time.  Each  girl,  however,  will 
be  required  to  sign  out  and  sign  in, 
indicating  her  whereabouts  while  she  is 
absent  from  the  dormitory,  for  her  own 
safety  and  security." 

This  agreement  was  satisfactory  to  all 
present.  Therefore,  the  proposed  walk- 
out did  not  take  place.

Draft  Going? 


Senator  Mark  O  Hatfield  (R.-Ore.) 
has  announced  his  intention  to  intro- 
duce legislation  based  on  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Gates  Commission.  "The 
Gates  Commission,"  said  Hatfield,  "has 
made  an  outstanding  analysis  of  the  feasi- 
bility of  an  all-volunteer  military,  and 
I  wish  to  see  their  conclusions  imple- 
mented this  session." 

The  Gates  Commission,  appointed  by 
President  Nixon  approximately  one  year 
ago,  reported  to  the  President  that  a 
volunteer  military  is  feasible  at  this  time 
and  at  present  manpower  levels.  It  fur- 
ther pointed  out  that  the  first-term  en- 
listee is  now  subsidizing  his  own  tour 
or  duty;  by  receiving  an  inordinately  low 
salary  he  is  paying  a  hidden  tax  which 
should  be  shifted  to  a  budgetary  cost 
rather  than  in  effect  penalyzing  the  sol- 
dier for  serving  his  country. 

Hatfield,  who  since  becoming  a  Se- 
nator in  1967  has  twice  introduced  le- 
gislation to  abolish  the  draft  and  es- 
tablish a  volunteer  military,  further 
stated  that  they  were  pleased  to  see  the 
credibility  of  a  Presidential  Commission 
lended  to  assertions  he  has  been  making 
for  over  three  years.  The  Senator  also 
noted  that  he  was  pleased  to  be  intro- 
ducing a  bill  which  he  believed  the 
President  could  support  citing  President 
Nixon's  campaign  address  in  which  he 
stated,  "If  we  can  reasonably  meet  our 
manpower  needs  by  other  means,  then  we 
should  prepare  for  the  day  when  the 
draft  can  be  phased  out  of  Amerrrican 
life." 

"The  President"  s  Commission  makes 
it  very  clear  that  that  day  has  come," 
said  Hatfield. 

"In  the  long  run,"  the  Senator  conti- 
nued, "we  will  be  saving  money  and  our 
national  security  will  be  enhanced." 
These  points  were  also  made  by  the 
Commission  which  further  recommended 
that  draft  registration  on  a  standby  basis 
should  continue  and  conscription  should 
be  reinstituted  only  by  joint  resolution 
of  the  Congress  at  the  recommendation 
of  the  President. 

"The  Gates  Commission  has  conclusi- 
vely answered  all  of  the  criticisms  of 
an  all-volunteer  military,"  Hatfield  said. 
"We  have  waited  too  long  as  it  is  to 
abolish  peacetime  conscription  and  owe 
it  to  ourselves,  and  particularly  to  out 
youth,  to  rectify  this  inefficient  and  in- 
efficient and  inequitable  injustice."

One  of  the  few  common  bindings  between  assorted  generations  in  America  is  the 
concerted  alarm  over  totalitarian  dictatorship,  manifested  vehemently  by  commu- 
nistic practice. 

As  a  resident  of  a  nation  that  has  made  and  still  occasionally  makes  determinded 
efforts  at  achieving  democratic  ideals  and  the  fulfillmentof  such  goals  as  life,  liberty, 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness;  I  cannot  submit  any  sympathy,  much  less  allegiance  to 
any  nation  that  intentionally  usurps  the  freedom  of  individuals  in  behalf  of  the  state. 

If  my  assumptions  are  correct  that  communism  does  in  fact  pose  a  threat  to  hu- 
manity, and  that  free  people  the  world  over  loath  it,  then  I  believe  that  the  goal  of 
all  free  people  should  be  to  annihilate  this  tyranny.  Naturally  when  one  is  confronted 
with  an  enemy,  one  must  first  of  all  know  who  or  what  the  enemy  is  in  order  to  be 
able  to  wage  war  on  it  properly  and  to  be  capable  of  finding  its  vulnerability.  What 
in  fact  is  communism?  Is  it  an  object,  a  machine,  or  a  people?  Communism,  like 
Democracy  is  a  philosophy  of  government.  Communism  is  an  edeal  which  many  people 
feel  holds  the  answer  to  their  starvation,  poverty  and  lack  of  education.  Communism 
to  many  people  symbolizes  a  possible  better  life  for  themselves  and  their  children. 
Communism  to  many  is  a  possible  way  out  of  their  dilimma  -  costly  and  drastic  but 
yet  a  solution. 

As  an  American,  and  having  seen  the  potentialities  of  Republicanism  and  the  pros- 
pects of  creativity  when  freedom  is  felt,  I  cannot  believe  that  the  sacrifice  of  personal 
liberty  is  necessary  for  economic  survival.  Even  though  we,  the  free  people  of  the 
world,  fear  a  common  threat,  disagreement  arises  as  to  the  best  method  to  safe- 
guard ourselves  against  this  oppresive  threat  of  communism.  What  people  have  re- 
garded traditionally  as  realistic  policy  was  in  fact  very  idealistic.  What  societies 
have  labeled  as  idealistic  was  very  realistic.  Communism  as  previously  mentioned 
is  an  idea.  Mankind  has  never  been  nor  will  he  ever  be  able  to  destroy  an  idea  through 
force.  The  Catholic  Church  after  centuries  of  misrule  was  faced  with  widespread 
demand  for  reform  but  instead  of  meeting  the  demands,  they  reverted  to  reactionary 
tactics  such  as  the  Inquisition.  The  results  of  their  efforts  did  not  eliminate  the  here- 
tics but  did  in  fact  help  spread  them;  hence  the  Reformation  of  the  fifteenth  and  six- 
teent  h  centuries.  History  is  full  of  such  examples.  Are  we  Americans  going  to  help 
perpetuate  the  dreaded  tyranny  which  we  so  despice  by  trying  to  combat  it  mainly 
through  violence?  The  underdeveloped  nations  where  the  threat  of  Communism  is 
greatest  are  generally  comprised  of  uneducated  masses  who  are  not  capable  of  com- 
prehending   complex   philosophies.    These    people    who    seek  revolution  from  both 

domestic  and  foreign  oppressive  governments  cannot  see  the  dire  consequences  of 
adopting  Communism  as  a  new  government.  If  our  nation  puts  most  of  its  efforts 
and  energy  towards  defeating  possible  communistic  takeovers,  and  very  little  towards 
showing  these  people  that  it  would  be  more  beneficial  for  them  to  reject  Communism 
and  adopt  a  free  Republican  system,  the  result  can  only  be  that  the  masses  of  the 
people  will  view  our  efforts  as  subversive  to  their  generally  accepted  goals. 

The   desire  for  victory  over  tyranny  is  as  great  in  me  as  in  most  people  but  we 
must  fight  our  common  enemy  with  weapons  with  which  we  can  win.  Let  Americans 
show  the  world  the  good  which  democracy  can  generate.  Let  Americans  become  more 
concerned  with  people  and  less  so  with  intangible  ideals.  Let  America  achieve  victory 
over  tyranny  -  through  peace.

April  Peace  Fast 


To  be  Focused  on  Campuses 


The  Vietnam  Moratorium  Committee  has  announced  endorsements  of  a  Peace 
Fast  on  April  13-15  which  will  be  largely  fore  used  on  college  and  university  campuses. 
The  endorsements  include  more  than  212  student  body  presidents  and  campus  news- 
paper editors  along  with  prominent  American,  such  as  Julian  Bond,  Ramsey  Clark, 
Jane  Fonda,  Rabbi  Abraham  J.  Heschel,  Senator  Harold  Hughes,  Mayor  John  Lindsay, 
and  Senator  Eugene  McCarthy. 


David  Hawk,  a  co-coordinator  of  the  Vietnam  Moratorium  Committee,  explained 
the  purpose  of  the  Fast:  "We  will  fast  for  peace  during  April  13-15  for  two  reasons. 
The  first  is  to  demonstrate  our  moral  opposition  to  the  continuing  and  expanding  war. 
The  second  reason  is  directly  related  to  the  April  15th  Tax  Payer  Rallies.  Because 
the  government  spends  $201  million  a  day  on  war  and  the  weapons  of  war,  we  are 
asking  people  not  to  eat  for  three  days  and  to  send  the  money  saved  while  not  eating 
to  aid  the  victims  of  the  war.  Proceeds  from  the  Peace  Fast  Fund  will  go  to  the  Ame- 
rican Friends  Service  Committee  Vietnam  Relief  Program,  the  National  Welfare 
Rights  Organization,  and  the  United  Farm  Workers  of  America.  The  Fast  represents 
our  commitment  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  common  life  and  to  alleviate  human 
suffering."  Mr.  Hawk  indicated  that  the  Fastwillfocus  on  campuses  and  among  groups 
of  religious  people.  He  explained  that  many  students  were  making  arrangements  with 
university  food  services  to  turn  over  money  saved  by  not  eating  to  the  Moratorium 
for  distribution  to  the  Vietnam  relief  agency  and  poverty  groups.  He  also  mentioned 
that  fasting  students  in  some  places  intended  to  come  to  dining  halls  at  meal  times  to 
dramatize  the  Fast. 


The  Moratorium  is  also  organizing  the  Tax  Payer  Rallies  on  April  15  in  more  than 
30  cities  across  the  nation.  Sam  Brown,  a  co-coordinator  of  the  committee  discussed 
the  Committee's  plans:  "On  April  15th  across  the  country,  people  will  once  again 
halt  'business  as  usual'  to  speak  to  their  countrymen  and  to  their  President.  They 
will  talk  about  Vietnam  about  the  broadening  involvement  in  Southeast  Asia,  and  about 
the  economic  crisis  brought  about  by  the  spending  for  the  war  and  the  Pentagon." 
Mr.  Brown  underscored  the  primary  focus  s  the  activities  in  a  discussion  of  the 
strike  of  postal  employees.  "While  the  government  finds  it  possible  and  necessary 
to  allocate  millions  each  week  to  Vietnam,  it  finds  itself  unable  to  consider  a  signi- 
ficant and  meaningful  pay  increase  for  these  and  other  government  employees.  The 
spending  for  the  war  in  Vietnam  intensifies  the  problem  of  inflation  and  consumes 
villions  of  dollars  that  are  needed  and  deserved  for  domestic  purposes,"  he  said. 


Mr  Brown  mentioned  that  the  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  activities  for  April  15th  were 
already  endorsed  by  several  local  political  and  labor  leaders.  More  than  30  major 
cities  were  listed  in  which  activities  will  be  held.

Mr.  Hawk  stressed  the  economic  foe  us  of  the  April  15  rallies.  He  said,  "The  current 
inflationary  spiral  was  set  off  by  the  escalation  of  the  war,  which  caused  defense 
spending  to  rise  from  $50  billion  in  1965  to  $  80  billion  in  1969.  It  is  this  spending 
that  made  real  wages,  in  terms  of  buying  power,  decrease  from  1965  to  the  present. 
We  hope  to  begin  on  April  15th  to  make  clear  to  the  American  public  that  the  economic 
Uislocation  which  punishes  nearly  everyone  will  not  subside  until  the  war  is  ended." 


Miss  Marge  Sklencar,  a  co-coordinator  of  the  Committee,  is  currently  reorganizing 
the  Moratorium's  office  in  Chicago  and  planning  the  activities  for  that  city  on  April 
15.  She  said,  "The  response  to  our  plans  in  the  midwest  is  tremendous.  It  shouws  that 
the  middle  American  or  the  silent  American  is  sick  of  high  taxes  and  high  prices. 
He  is  making  connection  between  these  problems  and  the  war.  The  silent  are  beginning 
to  speak  out." 


Her  statements  were  supported  by  a  survey  of  the  organization's  nine  regional 
offices  showing  a  sizeable  array  of  activities  in  what  is  generally  considered  "silent 
American  country."  These  ranged  from  major  rallies  in  Cleveland  and  Chicago,  to 
leafletting  campaigns  in  Denver,  to  canvassing  for  votes  on  an  unofficial  referendum 
in  Madison,  to  a  state-wide  rally  in  Little  Roack. 


Mr.  David  Mixner,  the  fourth  co-coordinator  of  the  Moratorium,  scored  the  Nixon 
administration,  particularly  its  current  Southeast  Asia  policy.  "At  the  very  time  polls 
reveal  a  decline  in  support  for  the  President's  policies,  the  war  in  Southeast  Asia 
is  expanding,"  he  said.  He  called  Vietnamization  "a  disguise  for  expansion  of  our 
military  involvement  into  Laos  and,  perhaps,  Cambodia."  He  also  remarked  that  he 
found  present  United  States  conduct  in  Laos  "frighteningly  reminiscent  of  the  be- 
ginnings of  massive  ii.'.olvement  in  Vietnam."

What  follows   are   statements  from  thirteen   prominent  Americans  endorsing  the 
Peace  Fast  sponsored  on  April  13-15  by  the  Vietnam  Moratorium  Committee. 
Additional  endorsements  are  being  obtained. 


The  questionnaire  distributed  to  all  student  mail  boxes  in  an  attempt  to  determine 
priorities  received  over  one  hundred  responses.  While  this  number  is  fewer  than 
might  be  desirable,  it  does  give  an  indication  of  the  desires  of  interested  students. 
It  appears  that  the  desire  to  have  carpeting  and  acoustic  treatment  in  the  library 
and  air  conditioning  throughout  was  acceptable  since  no  negative  comments  were 
noted  and  some  indication  of  strong  approval  was  noted.  The  bookstore,  cafeteria, 
snack  bar  and  mail  center  seemed  to  be  acceptable  but  one  student  objected  to  the 
cafeteria's  being  convertible  to  a  ballroom.

A  varsity  golf  team  has  been  esta- 
blished at  Fitchburg  State  under  the 
direction  of  Coach  Bazzano.  The  big 
problem  at  the  time  is  the  miserable 
weather,  which  is  preventing  the  team 
from  practicing  out-doors. 

While  inside,  the  participants  are 
"grooving  the  swing"  which  is  a  method 
that  allows  the  coach  to  analyze  the  in- 
dividuals form  from  a  mechanical  point 
of  view.  Subsequently,  it  can  be  observ- 
ed what  improvements,  if  any,  are  ne- 
cessary for  each  golfer. 

Coach  Bazzano  had  been  hoping  for 
a  greater  turn-out  so  that  a  sense  of 
competition  could  be  gained  in  the  prac- 
tice sessions.  So  far  there  are  consi- 
derably fewer  people  showing  up  for 
practice  than  have  signed  up  for  the  team. 

The  shining  light  of  the  squad,  in 
whose  ability  the  Coach  is  placing  much 
hope,  is  Walter  Murray.
